Year  1920. 
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The  District  of  Roxby-cum-Risby  is  an  agricultural  District  situated  in  North 
Lincolnshire  with  an  area  of  4908  acres.  The  ground  sloping  away  in  a  N.E.  direct¬ 
ion  gives  the  drainage  a  good  fall.  In  1909  a  hamlet,  Dragonby  was  built  consisting 
of  38  houses  and  one  house  has  been  added  during  the  last  twelve  months. 

Population — 1911  census  378. 

1920  estimated  621. 

Sanitation.  Water  Supply — Is  good,  that  from  the  public  supply  is  free 
from  contamination  and  is  conected  to  most  houses  in  Roxby  and  all  in  Dragonby. 
Other  houses  in  Roxby  depend  on  their  own  wells  which  with  one  exception  are 
satisfactory.  The  well  in  question  situated  at  Sawcliffe  is  situated  under  a  manure 
heap  of  a  farm  yard,  this  I  have  already  reported  but  apparently  no  action  has  been 
taken  although  the  public  supply  is  within  about  80  yards  of  the  houses  concerned. 

Drainage — In  Roxby  ie  in  good  condition,  at  Dragonby  alterations  are  required 
as  reported  in  my  last  year’s  report. 

Closet  Accomodation — 70  houses  are  supplied  with  sanitary  pans  and 
there  are  46  privy  vaults,  these  are  kept  in  good  order.  Sanitary  inspection  of  the 
district  is  periodically  made,  261  inspections  made  during  the  year  and  9  cautionary 
notices  issued. 

The  Schools — At  Roxbv  the  school  is  most  satisfactory  but  at  Dragonby  the 
condition  of  the  playground  and  the  exterior  is  to  say  the  very  least  most  unsatis¬ 
factory  and  totally  neglected. 

Food — There  is  one  purveyor  of  milk,  the  stables  are  regulary  inspected  and 
found  to  be  in  good  order. 

Slaughter  Houses  and  Bakeries — Nil. 

Infectious  Diseases — 2  cases  of  Measles. 

2  cases  of  Diptheria. 

1  case  of  Tuberculosis  of  lungs. 

In  each  case  great  care  was  taken  as  to  isolation  and  disinfection  and  there  was  no 
spread  of  disease  to  other  houses. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare—  Nurses  from  the  adjoining  town  visit 
the  district.  Here  are  no  certified  midwives. 


Housing — The  accomodation  is  ample  for  the  district,  one  house  has  been  added 
to  those  in  Dragonby. 

General — During  1920  the  health  of  the  district  has  been  good. 

Deaths — One  infant  under  1  year,  other  deaths  10,  rate  per  1000,  16'1. 
Births — 17,  rate  per  1000,  27'3. 

Tuberculosis  death  rate — Nil.
